INVESTMENT OF PUBLIC FUNDS—THE

(From the Globe.) 


The road built with public funds and 
handed over to the Syndicate has an ex- 
ception made in its fayor which is not ex- 
tended to any of the many railroads which 
are the onteome of prirate entetprise.

This place was not named thus out of 
respect for the bees, by which it has

The New Syndicate Terms. 


Briefly, the conditions of the offer to 
build and maintain the Canadian Pacific 
by the new Company are as follows:— 

1 The money subsidy asked is $24,000,000, 
and the land subsidy 22,000,000 acres, the 
reduction of $8,000,000 and 8,000,000 acres 
being entirely on the Central Section. 

2. The Company ask no exemption from 
duty on materials imported for uso in the 
construction of railway or telograph lines, 

8. hoy ask no exemption from municipal or 

Dominion taxation on their railway property or 
oupital stock. 
4. They donot ask to havo tho iand exemp- 
ted from municipal or Dominion taxation for 
twenty years after they obtain possession of 
them, 

6, They do not ask for any special privileges

Aristocracy and Respeoctability. 


LECTURE DELIVERED BY REY. DR JEFFERS 1N 
BRIDCE-ST. CHURCH LAST EVENING. 


The lecture delivered by the Rev. Dr. 
Jeffers, on the above subject, in Bridge-st. 
Churgh Iqst evening, was listened to by a 
tolerably large audience, the contre pows 
in the church being pretty well fillod, as 
well a8 many of those on the sides.

might be regarded as an abemination in 
the sight of God. The eburch was dosign- 
ed to ameliorate the distinotions ef society; 
to bring mankind together and make us 


feel that we were one. Outside of the sub- 
ject was the respectability that attaches to 
office. Deference, of course, should be paid 
to a man who held a high public position. 
In all ages there had been distinctions of 
society. In India it was caste, and in 
France communism. The latter was striv- 
ing to deprive men of their rights, and_ it 
was infamousin the extreme. He (Dr. 
Jeffers) thanked God for the outbreaks 
that had recently taken placo in Russia, 
Treland and elsewhere, for they would be 
put down. There was the old patriarchal 
respectability, when respeot was given to 
the wisdom of the patriarchs, but as the 
population of the earth increased this kind 
of respectability had.to give place to another. 
There was the despotic respectability. Un- 
der this ralen man might he a nabob to- 
day and s-boggar to-morrow. Under the 
old despots, where society was unedueated, 
it seemed as ifthey were necessary for 
thom, but.as for respectability the people 
were absolutely at their will, Next, thore 
was the feudal respectability. It was well 
known that during the dark, or 
middle ages, the people were ruled 
over by lords. Those lords were 
the under chieftains of a large barbaric 
army. They were jealous of kingly au- 
thority, and of one another, but they were 
always united when there was any danger 
from the people. They felt that respecta- 
bility belonged to them as a olnss, and to 
them only, There was the aristocratic ra- 
spectability, becausa it was the elass which 
ruled others—a few gathered together for 
the purpose of playing into each others 
hands. Just asthe fendal system was 
brought to an end by the aristocrats, so 
was the latter. In Zngland, at the present 
time, the power of the aristooracy was 
gone. The aristocracy of those old soun- 
tries was hereditary, and it was always 
political. In all questions to be considered, 
their motto was to guard their own pré- 
rogatiyes. Thoy folt that a class like them- 
selves was needed to look after the inter- 
ests of the people. No good could come to 
tho masses unless it camo through them. 


“They were opposed to the education of the 


people, because they wished them to re- 
main as they were, in their ignorance. It 
was said that they-bad atleast one good 
trait—they were Men of honor, A man 
of lionor was one who did a thing out of 
respect to his own good name. ‘Honor ie 
the pride und boast of gamblers and men, 
who are bound together, for any purpose, 
howeve) bad it mey he. In Canaja wo 
have no aristocracy, but in. the United 
States with ull their Republican ideas, they 
have their F. F.-V's., and they love to 
take down their records and ‘show to the 
would how well they are descended, In 
Canada, there was too much of the colonial 
spirit, and not enough of self-reliance or in- 
dependence of thonght. In this country any 
man may become the founder of a family. 
People have been hoard to say that their 
forefathers came over with William the 
Conqueror. to which fxct they point with 
pride, but some of them were base-born in- 
dividuals. What a wrotehed thing it was, 
he said, for any one in this eountry to en- 
deavor to perpetuate the ideas of the old 
world, In this country aman ean work 
out his own respectability. We have now 
new problem in social life, as we have to 
re-model society. It is a new preblem in 
the world, but one that must end in pro- 
coring the recognition of no respectability 
bat that which is solid. Social distinetion, 
he s1id, must not be allowedito enter the 
church, a8 thore it bad no business, There 
must be some distinction among men, and 
this never would be. preyentéd until the 
ond of time, but in the chtroh there onght 
to be a feoling that allwore brothere and 
siators | tho Jord,the peasant and all,should 
bow togetber at the Lord's table. Re- 
apectability conld only be mado a social 
stimulus by making it an object of compo- 
tition, and its roles sliould be such that it 
does not make it close, much less’ closed. 
In America we aro in danger of wealth,but 
this doog not conter respectability. Wealth 
may bein the hands of the vilest men in 
the land, und is only good or bad, accord- 
ing to the way in whicn it is\need. When 
a good, wise man, possesses wealth, it adds 
to his respectability, as it gives hig, more 
powor for doing gand,  [tiqnette doos 
not confer — respectability. There 
are those whv know nothing else 
but etiquette, ite signs and passswords, but 
there wore many slaves in the Sauth who 
waited ypon theiy master's tables and who 
were better than such. Politeness was 
very necessary to respectability, but it did 
not make the person respectable. Ednea- 
tion vee respect, and the reveréad lecture 
urged the young men who were presen} to 
puysne knowledgo, even while they might 
bo engaged im the pursuit of evory day lilo. 
Work is respectable, whother it is manua 
or mental, so long ns it is well employed, 
The lecturer hore referred to 4 son of the 
Dake of Argyll starting business for him- 

olf iu New York, and said he honored bim 

or it, Ho deserved oredit for cutting him- 
solf aloof from tho old idoas of yeapectabil 
ity and going to work. Obaryactor is the 
ossopes of respectability. It is that alone 
that can make us respectasle, The mind 
js the standard of the man, and he who 
posscasea that which gives him a good 
character, united with noble deods, is 
the truly respectable man. In eonclu- 
sion, the lecturer snid the subject was an 
important one, and thatin this eountyy 
every young man aud woman may be as

Shop open from 


The Jail Investigation. 


(BEFORE J. W. LANGMUIR, E8Q., INSPRCLOR oF 
PRISONS, KO.)

Tho Jail Investigation resumed as por 

adjournment at 2 o’olock this atlernoon 

at the Court House before Inspector Lang- 


muir. 

Joun Tartor, Deputy Sheriff, was the 
firat wiles called, and upon being sworn 
sxid:—1 have held the position I now hold 
abont 17 years; the Sheriff is my nnecle, 
owing to bis illness I do al) the business, I 
sin therefore I supposo the chief executive 
officer of the Jail; the Shoriff however 
makes all appointments under him; the 
Jailers during my tenure of office have 
been Z. Dafoe and B, W. Myers; the latter 
was appointed in November 1867, prior to 
this he was the Shoriff’s by bniliff, and is a 
nephew by marriage to the Sheriff; there 
havo been,during my incumbency ef office, 
six differont turnkeys, viz. Z Dafeo, &. W. 
Myers, O. W. Taylor, Robert Bonter,Chas, 
Hyde and Jobn Gilbert,there have beon but 
two matrons during this time, Z.Dafee; wife 
and E. W.Myers’ wife; after the latter,leay- 
ing town, Mrs. Jordan acted as matren 
temporarily about two months, She is the 
mother of Mra. E. W.Myora and lived with 
her about one year bofore the latter left; 
when Mrs. Myers loft, I did not notify the 
Inspoctor of prisons; when she loft she said 
that she was going on a visit, and that her 
mother and husband would act during her 
absence; she left on the Sth of September; 
did not atate how leng she would be absont 
bnt I expected about a week or two; about 
the 16th of October, I claimed that her 
absence from the Jail was other than what 
sho stated; her husband told me for a cert- 
ainty that she was away with Howard; I 
never had any suspicion that anythingwas 
wrong prior te this. 

(Here witness road the letter which he 
had sent the Inspector, informing him of 
Mrs. Myers’ elopement,also Mr. Lang~ 
muir’s reply, in which he recommended 
that the Turnkey's wife be appointed 
matron. The Deputy Sheriff wrote another 
stating that the Turnkey's wife was unable 
to fill the appointment, and in another 
letter atterwards informad the Inspector 
that Mrs, Ohas. Taylor had been appointed 
matron. The Inspector's reply to the Inst 
letter was read, stating that he hoped the 
appointment would prove a good one.] 

itness resumed.—Daring Mrs. Jor- 
dan’s incumbency of office I was informed 
by the Chief of Police that there was a 
rumor afloat that Jas. Mackey, jr., along 
with D, Taylor and O. Demott, were 
boastingof having had conneetion with the 
women in the jail; this was en the 25th of 
October, I'told him it could not be pos- 
pa but ho said ho believed it.

It war the 
manner in which Lulu Ellis answered my 
questions, that led me to believe that Mao- 
key had had eonnéction with her, as she 
would neither say yes nor ne; at the time 
I made these inquiries, Ellis was nob a 
prisoner, I asked Mrs, Jordan if she had 
admitted any other mon, to which she »re- 
plied that she had not ; both the Jailerand 
Turnkey denied admitting any men to see 
the female prisoners: the Chief also told 
me that there were rumors afloat, to the 
effect that John Gilbert had taken undue 
liberties with female prisoners; the last 
rumor I jriled to inf any truth in; I ro- 
premended Mrs. Jordan and told her that 
she must not admit amy person withont a 
written orler from me, and later on in the 
rut day, I visited the Shoriff and asked 
bi to appvint a new}Matron; thisywas on 
6th of Octuber ; I also informed the jailer 
and turnkey not to allow any yisitors to 
the jail without # written order from mo ; 
I did not tell the Skoriff of what I had 
Jearned in the jail; he at once appointed 
Mrs. C. W. Taylor as Matron ; if the juil 
pfficials admitted any person afterwards, i! 
jas contrary to my verbal instruction. On 
the first of November{Mrs. Charles Taylor 
eommenced her duties as Matron; she, 
with her husband, occupied the jailor's 
quarters , I did not give the nowly ap- 
pointed Matron any instructions as to what 
was her duty, but told the jailer to farnish 
her witb the necessary instractions and to 
fellow her daily until she thoroughly un- 
derstood the duties she was expected to 
pe ores ; Lnever heard that the present 
atren sometimes gave the keys to her 
servant girl; nor did I eyer hear of any 
other complaint about her; I did not be- 
lieve that Mackio gat his whiskey through 
Charles Taylor's quarters, and I therefore 
told him to watch.bis servapt. girl and see 
if she furnished ibs, Lalao.inatrnoted: the 
turnkey to watch, + the only 
complaint I ever-heatd about:the turnkey, 
was What Mra.
